Hydro Considers Free Power 
For Farm Sanitary Systems

Extension of Loan Service on 
Electric Equipment is Ex-

TORONTO, Oct. 4—Radical ex- 
tension of rural power services in- 
cluding free or “nominal cost” 
power for the operation of domestic 
sanitary systems reduction from 20 
to 5 years of rural contracts with 
a one-year discontinuance clause, 
and a plan for extending present 
lines by 7,873 miles to reach 25,022 
more farm customers, are under 
consideration by the Ontario Hydro 
Commission. 

In a statement issued yesterday, 
Chairmon T. Stewart Lyon revealed 
that extensive investigation has 
been proceeding with the end in 
view of “a rearrangeinent of rates 
in rural power districts. . . so that 
there shall be a marked increase 
in the use of household appliances 
which will lessen the work of the 
women on the farms of Ontario.” 
Furthermore, the statement said: 
“Tt is hoped by providing power 
free, or at a nominal cost, for sani- 
tary appliances used on the farms 
of Ontario, that a great increase 
will be made in the number of these 
installations. . . . It is not improb- 
able that when the new tables of 
rates are promulgated power will 
also be supplied at nominal charge 
for the pumping of water used in 
sanitary systems, for washing ma- 
chines, for radios and for milk- 
cooling systems.” 

Among other suggestions which 
the commission hes under consider- 
ation for the extension of ithe, use 
of Hydro power on farms is an ex- 
tension of the present loaning sys- 
tem to provide for loans used in the 
installation of electric ranges, elec- 
tric refrigerators, electrically-oper- 
ated cream separators and milk- 
coolers, none of which are included 
under the present loaning privileges. 
As soon as possible the Hydro 
will also seek legislation which will 
permit a reduction. of the present 
contract perlod from 20 to 5 years, 
Mr, Lyon's statement discloses. Of 
171 rural power districts, Includ- 
ng 865. townships, 280 - townships 
haye already, passed enabling by- 
Jaws to effect the change and all the 
tov/nships in 61 of the districts have 
pessed 5-year enabling by-laws. of 
the remalning 120 districts, it is. ex- 
pected that those townships which 
have not passed the by-laws will do 
50 at early meetings of the town- 
ship councils, he said.

One popular account has told of how & wireless 
enthusiast, Jorgen Hals, in a small town near Oslo, 
Norway, noticed that the earth echo of short wave 
signals from Holland was followed several seconds 
later by a second mysterious echo, He estimated 
jthat at the speed radio waves fly through space 
some of the waves must go at least 500,000 miles 
before returning to earth. That theory Hals offered 
in 1927. ‘ 

A radio station in Daventry, England, and an- 
other in Geneva, Switzerland, began not long ago 
to send test signals in the hope of collecting data 
from amateur listeners all over the world concern- 
ing the time elapsing between the reception of the 
original signals and the echo or echoes. The Tech- 
nical News Bulletin of the United States Bureau of 
Standards not long agu disclosed that Chief Delling- 
er of the bureaus radio section will receive reports 
from listeners in this country and relay the inform- 
ation to the British authorities, who are co-ordinat~ 
ing the investigation for the world. 

Complete data on the transmission of these sig- 
nals from Daventry and Geneva appeared in the 
July Bulletin. It was also noted at the time that the 
phenomenon under study has ‘been verified by only 
la few scattereq observers in Holland, England and 
| France, although radio engineers at Harvard have 
also been experimenting to determine how far radio 
waves travel from the earth.

Work Resumed as Em- 
ployees Sign Agreement 
For Increase in Wages 
and Shorter Hours 


ABOUT 75 AFFECTED 


A strike occurred in Fenelon 
Falls at the Score Sporting 
Goods Co. Tuesday afternoon 
when the employees refused 
to return to work at one 
o'clock. 

The trouble has been brew- 
ing for some time as it is al- 
leged that the employees are 
working long hours for small 
pay. A committee had been 

_ formed to protect the em- 
ployees and this same com- 

_ mittee presented a paper to 
Mr. H. Shields, the proprietor 
Tuesday morning, demanding 
certain concessions. The 
proprietor refused to sign the 

_ paper and when the workers: 
returned to the factory in the! 
afternoon they refused to be- 
gin work. 

After some time Mr. Shields in- 
vited the committee for a consul-| 
tation and at 150 pm. signed the 
paper acceding to their demands. 
The employees resumed work at 
once. 

“A few agitators have come to 
Fenelon Falls and have succeeded 
in stirring up trouble” said M. H.| 
McCallum, secretary of the Board 
of Trade, who was largely respon- 
sible for the company coming to) 
Fenelon Falls. “The people of Fen-| 
elon Falls don’t realize the benefits 
that may come from haying this 
company here,” he continued. 

Tt is understood that two Lindsay 
people are on the committee that 
presented their demands to the pro- 
prietor of the wy. The chier 
demands were for shorter hours and 


At the old scale, the employees, it 
is alleged, were working 54 hours 
B week, at least, for less money 
than they will now receive fcr work- 
ing 48 hours. On Monday night Mr. 
Shields promised his employees a 
substantial raise but it as not until 
Tuesday afternoon that he agreed 
to sign a paper to that effect. 

Large Orders Waiting = 

It is understood that the em- 
ployees realized that there were 
Jarge orders for goods that had to 
be rushed and knew that the pro- 
prietor would be forced to listen to 
them. The firm has orders that will 
keep them busy for three months 
and could not afford to lose time. 

Threats Made 

One worker offered to go back to 
work at 1.00 o'clock but was told 
by the otners “iat if he did he 
would be pulled out of the factory. 

Late last night all was quiet in 
the vicinity of the factory and 
many people were working overtime 
in an endeayor to make up the 
time lost at noon. 

“I am satisfied with conditions at 
the factory” said one Fenelon Falls 
man who has been employed in the 
factory for somé time. It appears 
that some of the employees were 
willing to go back to work at 1.00 
o'clock on Tuesday but were afraid 
of what the others employees might 
do. 

A young lady who has been wor- 
ing with the company almost since 
they first came to Fenelon Falls. 
expressed herself as being very dis- 
satisfied with conditions. “We were 
working too many hours for toc 
little money” she said.

A second alleged 
conspirator was captured and tak- 
en to the police station.

of France, and Alexander Dimitrie- 
jevitch, a marshal of King Alex~ 
ander's corut. 


A sixth death, that of 2 police- 
man shot in the melee following 
the attack, occurred last night. 

Six others, including the beloved 
Admiral Berthelot, of France, were 
gravely wounded, while a score of 
Spectators, panic-stricken and riot- 
ous under the instant charge of the 
soldiery, suffered from sabre cuts 
or revolver wounds. 

The deadly fire of the assassins, 
spitting suddenly from a crowd 
that had, ten minutes before, hailed 
the arrival of King Alexander on 
one of the most important missions 
of the year, involving Jugoslavia’s 
relation to the new Franco-Italian 
rapproachment. It came with the 
crushing effectiveness of the his- 
toric parallel at Sarajevo, when the 
Archduke Ferdinand of Austria fell 
in 1914. 

Tragedy Follows Pomp 

‘The French government, receiving 
the King with all the pomp and 
display in keeping with royalty, 
had met the cruiser Dubrovnik in 
the teeming harbor of Marseilles 
with a mighty naval demonstration. 
Immense crowds lineg the streets 
to watch the state carriage with 
its impressive military escort pass. 

The king disembarked at 405 

p.m., and was ceremoniously receiv- 
ed by M. Barthou. Together they 
sat in the open vehicle for the pro- 
cession through town. 
The brilliantly uniformed escort 
moved forward. The procession left 
the landing stage and had pro- 
gressed perhaps 30 yards when 
some trouble appeareg to arise in 
the centre of the welcoming throng. 
Spectators fell back and an assass— 
in, armed with an automatic re- 
volver, leaped to the running board. 
Gunfire resounded through the 
square and King Alexander toppl- 
ed slowly to the floor of the car. 
Barthou’s hand went to his should- 
er ang he turned pale. 
Instantly there was 
The guards, turning on their hors- 
es, beat madly against the panic 
stricken crowd. Shots poured from 
their carbines, and in the centre of 
the melee a sabre fell upon the 
skull of the assassin. 

Cannabiere Street, the highway 
through which the king was being 
led—to his death—was ‘in an up- 
Oar. Under the shouted orders of 
the officers, the car in which roy- 
alty lay, mortally wounded, was 
swung towards the nearest relief 
station, district police headquart- 
ers. Alexander was already in a 
coma, and Barthou was fainting 
from loss of blood and shock. 

Unconscious, the bloody form of 
the king was taken to a sitting 
room in the prefecture of police. 
Desperate attempts were made to 
restore him to consciousness but he 
was dying.

The 
mouths of the 200 young men whose 
parents came from Northern Italy 
and surrounding districts could 
hardly have been more unclean but 
the teeth were practically free from 
decay. The mouths of the 400 young 
men who had lived on the Ameri- 
can diet were ravaged with decay. 
Prof. and Mrs. Mellanby of En- 
gland and Dr. and Mrs. Agnew, 
Canada, have shown that with the 
right kinds of foods decay of the 
teeth may be prevented, and where 
decay has already started, its prog- 
ress can be stopped. 

The best foods to preserve the 
teeth are milk, cheese, butter, veg- 
etables, oranges, lemons and cod 
liver oil 

However, as we were not bor 
in Northern Italy, and have just 
the kind of teeth that our parents 
gaye us, together with their food 
habits, it does make a difference to 
cur teeth if we neglect to clean 
them. Parts of the food left on the 
teeth—and the enamel of the teeth 
may have tiny cracks in it—means 
that as this food decays it may en- 
ter into these cracks and attack the 
tooth proper. 

Therefore, in this country any- 
way, aside from eating the proper 
focds, brushing the teeth—up and 
dowh—reguiarly, and |rinsing out 
the mouth after all meals will mean 
that you are doing all that is pos- 
sible to prevent the loss of your 
teeth.

A Matter Of Interest 


It was announced a few days &g0 by Hon. E. N. 
Rhodes, Federal Minister of Finance, that the rate 
‘of interest on savings depos:ts will be reduced from 
2 1-2 per cent. as at present to 2 per cent. on Novem 
er 1 by by all the chartered banks, the postoffice 
savings yank -and/ethe Ontario’ Government savings 
office, that-al-other -banks--will- make a similar in- 
‘terest cut on the first of December, and that a month 
Mater the trust and loan companies will reduce their 
interest rates by the same amount. 

The Examiner agrees w:th the Kingston Whig- 

tandard that what the public would iike to know 

whether Mr. Rhodes, who thus arbitrarily reduces 
the rate which banks must pay for money, is also 
arbitrarily going to reduce the rate at which banks 
just loan money to the public. 

If there is no reduction in the rates charged by 
{he banks on money loaned it is difficult to see how 
the full benefit heralded for-the cut in interest ratz 
&s on deposits is to be realized, even although that 
tep may have the effect of forcing a certain amount 
of money into business. 

The savings deposits rate has been decreased 
from 3 to 2 1-2 and now to 2 per cent. since May, 
1931, but, as the Whig-Standard points out, while 
bank investments ang loans to Government have 
risen and larger cash reserves have accumulated in 
the vaults of the banks, there has been none of the 
expected expansion of commercial loans.—Peterboro

to Nazify the German Church. There are, in Ger- 
many, only fourteen thousang German Protestant. 
pastors. How should they and their divided congre- 
gations stand out against the Lender whose will is 
the law of all Germany? Ly 
Yet they have. And they are. For six months 
now Dr, Ludwig Mueller, German Reich Bishop, has 
labored at his chosen task of changing the German 
Lutheran Church into the German Nazi Church. 
The net result of his efforts is as nasty a situation 
as has yet threatened the dictatorship of Adolf Hi- 
ler. 
A mighty fortress is our God, 
A trusty shield and wenpon........ 
Bishop Wurm of Wuerttemberg is deposed and 
imprisoned as a “traitor to the Fuehrer.” The old 
streets of Wuerttemberg are sounding again to Mar- 
tin Luther’s hymn, Bishop Meiser at Bavaria is bar- 
red from his cathedral and held prisoner in his epis- 
copal paluce. In Munich, stronghold of Nazism, 
sombre crowds of men and women gather ominous> 
ly before the Brown House, center of Hitlerism, to 
demand the freedom of their imprisoned Bishop, 
Nazi police charge them with sabres, but the crowds 
return again,

The Vurpose of the Act 
At the last Session of Parliament 
at Ottawa inere was passed an Act 
to facilitate compromises and ar-' 
rangements between farmers and 
their creditors. This Act was draft- 
ed for the specific purpose of deal- 
ing with the financial difficulties of 
farmers, for making arrangements 
as between farmers and their cred- 
itors. Marliament desired that the 
mechanism provided should be as 
simple and inexpensive as possible. 
The object of the Legislation can 
best be indicated by quoting the 
preamble of the Act itself; 
“Whereas in view of the clepress- 
ed state of agriculture, the present 
Indebtedness of many farmers is. 
‘beyond thelr capacity lo pay: 
And whereas it is essential in the 
interest of the Dominion to re- 
tain the farmers on the land as 
proficient producers and for such 
purpose it is necessary to provide 
means whereby compromises or re- 
arrangements may be effected of 
debts of farmers who are unable to 
pay: 
Parllament was faced with great 
aifficulty in the drafting of Legis- 
lation which would fairly andl 
equitably take care of the rights, 
soth of the debtor and creditor. 
This difficulty was enhanced when 
Parliament had knowledge of the 
fact that almost every one in the 
position of a creditor was also him- 
self, or itself, in the position of a 
debtor lo some one else by virtue 
ef a contract or by obligation by 
way of trust, ' 
Parliament felt that if the debt- 
or and creditor could be brought 
together casily and the actual facts 
and circumstances, obtain _reason= 
wale and frank consideration, then! 
there should and would be an under- 
standing arrived at, This woula 
mean a fresh start for the debtor, 
a start which will mean that while 
he will ‘still have ‘obligations, these 
obligations will be so arranged that 
he-«an face the future with confl- 
dence and be no longer in default. 
Bach party must be preparet to 
deal fairly and reasonably with the 
other, 
The procedure Lo be followed by 
a farmer seeking rellef Js simple— 
the Governor in Coune/l will arrange 
n the judicial centre of every farm- 
ing community, an Officia] Recelv- 
er.

Fenelon Area Completed 


Royal Canadian Air Force 
Planes Leave After Fifteen 
Day Survey 


50 SQUARE MILES 


MENELON FALLS, Oct, 13—(Staff 
Correspondence)-A filteen day top- 
ographical survey of this district, 
was completed on Tuesday, Oct. 9, 
at 4 o'clock p.m., by a detachment 
of airplanes from the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force, Ottawa, the plan- 
es starting their return flight from 


Cameron Lake, following the Trent 
Canal enroute to Ottawa, at 2.30 
p.m.

The dead: Mrs. Jessie Holder, 92. 
Sernia; Ada Holder. about 55. and 
Marguerite Holder, 21, of Long 
Beach, N-B. 

Arthur Holder, 41, waa probably 
fatally injured: Also hurt was 
‘Miss Jenny Holder of Sarnia. 

Holder apparently fatled in see 
the train. His car was hit square- 
ly by the rear-end tank car, and 
then dragged thirty yards down 
‘the track. Mrs, Holder’s body was 
thrown out of the car and found 
on the track beneath the train. 
The others were ‘mprisoned in the 
car, tightly jammed in the wheels 
of a tank car. 

Mrs. Holder was the mother of

MANY THRESHING FIRES 


The fact that a number of farm 
bams, together with their si ns 
crop have been destroyed by fire, 
in this locality, during threshing op- 
erations, 15 the cause of much con- 
cern t) the farmer, thresher and 
the Insurance Company at the pres- | 
ent time. 


Various reasons have been ad- 
vanced as the cause of these fires, 
such as static electricity, dust ex- 
plocions, matches, stones, and twine 
or straw winding around the pulley 
shaft or cylinder, 

Static electricity 1s caused when 
the operation of a machine where 
there are sliding surfaces or fri¢t- 
tion, creates electricity which will 
ignite the dust the machine, 
when there is exactly the right mix- 
ture of dust with oxygen and air: 
A machine properly grounded will 
allow the static clectricity to leak 
off and thus prevent fire. 

The dust explosion theory is sup- 
perted by the fact that many ‘of 
such fires occur when the machine 
is just starting or when the floor | 
is being cleaned up.

matches on their person. 

In an effort to control the thresh- 
ing fires, which have already cost 
the local Insurance Company con- 
siderabie money this year, a dem- 
onstration of a patented spraying 
device is being arranged for, at the 
farm of Mr, Jasper Forman, who 
expects to thresh on Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week. The device 
which is patented is attached to 
the separator, and as the straw 
passes through the blower, it is 
sprayed with water. This is intend- 
ed to eliminate any fire which may 
originate in the separator before 
it can be blown out of the blower 
into the straw mow. 

Mr. Roy Teel, the thresher, is 
quite willing to experiment with the 
pump, and {f it proves satisfactory 
{t is hoped that other threshers will

Why Hog Prices Fluctuate 


Periodically producers of hogs complain of the 
variation in the price of hogs over a comparatively 
short period. These complaints are based on the 
fact that hog prices may vary as much as $1.00 
hundred pounds over a period of a few weeks without 
any noticeable change in the retail cost of hog pro- 
ducts. 


‘An example of such an occurrence may be found 
in September of this year. On September 6th 
the top price for bacon hogs at Toronto was $9.00 
per hundred pounds, on September 27th the top 
price of bacon hogs had dropped to $8.00 per hun- 
dreq pounds. 

Why, asks the farmer, should I lose $1.00 per 
hundred pounds on hogs I ship in the last week 
of September? 

The answer is to be found in a study of the 
British bacon market, our greatest export outlet. 
During the week ending September 14th bacon pric- 
es in Great Britain dropped 2 shillings per hund- 
redweight; during the week ending September 21st 
they dropped 9 shillings. The drop in two weeks was 
therefore 11 shillings, equal to $2.45 per 112 pounds 
of bacon, which constitutes a lowered value for hogs 
of more than $1.25 per hundred pounds live weight 
at Toronto. 

Ever since there was a British market for ba- 
con, prices have dropped at about this time of year. 
It varies a little in occurrence from year to year, 
but generally begins in early October. It is reason- 
able to expect that something which occurs from 
year to year for a long time has some cause behind 
it. Why, then, does this happen? 

The reason is simple. Farmers in all the 
main bacon exporting countries begin to put their 
hogs on the market in increasing quantities at this 
time of year. The supply of bacon increases to the 
point where not enough consumers will buy it at the 
price which has obtained to absorb the increased 
supply. 
The question then arises; Why do farmers mar- 
ket such a large percentage of their hogs at this 
time of year? 
The answer is equally simple. It costs less to 
Produce hogs sold at this time of year than those 
marketed at other seasons. Hogs sold on Septem- 
ber 27th would be not less than six months old. They 
| Would be born about the middle of March. From 
that time forward weather conditions become more 
and more fayorable to young pigs. 
If these hogs had been Solq on September 6th 
they would have brought the producer an additional 
$1.00 per hundred pounds but they would have 
been born in the middle of February. This is al 
very cold period and the risk of loss and the trouble 
of nursing them through this period would have 
meant time and money cost.

In 1900 the death rate from heart 
disease was 132 per hundred thou- 
and of the population, while in 
1932 it was 224 per hundred thou- 
jand—an increase of about 70 per 
zent, 

Another point now definitely 
mown is that heart disease has 
shown a marked increase in num- 
bers onzy in individuals past 30 
years of age. Before 30, fewer peo- 
ple die from infectious Giseases now 
than was the case in 1900; this oz 
scurse means that by ayoiding se- 
ious infections, there are more peo- 
ple alive after the age of 30 than 
there were in 1900, and so there are 
many more people who can contract 
heart disease. 

Now while everybody is interest— 
ed in heart disease because it car- 
des off more than twice as many 
as any other ailment, still the phy- 
sician is even more interested be- 
cause carefully collected figures

“I left the farm 
and with my brother Jack went to 
Bracebridge 40 years ago. Was with 
“J. D.” some 32 years. I like the 
olq town, but, say, what changes 
have taken place. Is there any 
lumbering at all? Not much, eh? 
What's going to become of those 
north towns?” 

“The chief bulwark to Muskoka’s 
continuing in a business sense is 
the tourist business,” we assured 
him. “And, I am glad to say, 
Muskoka had more people up there 
this year than ever before, these 
coming from Ontario, Michigan, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York, I- 


linois, and other Provinces and 
States.” 
Cambray is interesting. It was 


once a thriving community. When 
Dan Shier left the third of Fenel- 
on 40 years ago there were two 
blacksmith shops working several 
men early and late, and today 
there is one only with the owner 
doing the work; there were three 
hotels and a liquor store, ang today 
there is not even a stopping place; 
there were five churches, Anglican, 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Bible 
Christian and Salvation Army, with 
four ministers serving resident at 
Cambray, with flourishing congre- 
gations, and now the only church 
is the United. 

“How do you account for this ex- 


odus?” we anxiously enquired. 
“And where have the people 
gone?” 


“To the cities. to the mining ar- 
eas of the north, and to the West,” 
was Dan's informing answer. 

Then he added: “When I went 
to school over here on the next 
line 40 years ago there were 150 
pupils attending. These were days 
of large families. There are a doz- 
en families about here now with- 
out children, and the school over 
here has about 25 children attend- 
ing.” 

“It's no wonder George Thomas 
lost his way up here at Hartley, 
where he lived for a time before 
going to Bracebridge 50 years ago. 
One could be lost in Cambray af- 
ter an absence of 49 years. Hotels 
are gone, stores are out of the 
way, the Presbyterian church build- 
ing is now a community hall, mills 
are gone, shops are burned or torn 
down. It's th esame up at Hart- 
ley here. You recall where George 
In the Gazette's comments said hie 


two young boys gave him “rasp- 
berry” for losing his way. He had 
plenty of excuse for not locating 


himself, Dan told us to try to com- 
fort us for our former partner's 
apparent slipping. 

“Do you benefit from the tourist 
trade?” we inquired, haying this 
big industry in mind. 

Mr. Shier and his son. Pred., are 
in the business of retailing grocer- 
fes and provisions, Quite a change 
from lumber to measuring sugar 
We suggested. “Yes,” he agreed 
With the store near the main cor- 
ner the Shiers hove the telephone 
exchange, with 300 phone-users, 
These, at a cost of $6.50 per year, 
have free access to subscribers at 
Oakwood and Manilla where there 
are 200 and 150 subscribers respec- 
tively.

Mr. Shearer opened his address 
with a brief review of the meeting’ 
of the Rotary Club which he at- 
vended in Brockville last week. He 
mentioned the fact that a man pres- 
ent at the meeting offered a schol- 
‘rship to the boy or gir] taking first 
‘oc* in competition.
